-BERLIN, Oct. 17, 11:51 a. m.—Col.

in progress which was not yet decisive 
although not unfavorable for the^ Rus- 
sians.

Tho possession of 
Lone Tree hill will now enable the Rus- 
sians in turn to enfilade the Japanese 
trenches right and left of the hill. An 
effort on the part of the Japanese to re- 
capture the hill is- expected-as reinforce- 
ments are seen moving from the other 
side of the railroad, ostensibly for this 
purpose. It is not improbable that the 
Japanese will require some time to dis- 
pose their troops- and concentrate for 
the attack.

President Roosevelt in his letter to 


Secretary Metcalf directs the discharge 
from the service of Robert S. RoiHe, sup- 
ervising inspector of the secondtdistrict, . 
steamboat inspecting service, and James 
A. Dumont and Thomas H. Barrett, local 
inspectors in charge of the port of New 
York, the commission holding them di- 
rectly responsible for the laxity of tho 
steamboat inspection, to which, the disas- 
ter was directly attributabla. Commis- 
sioner Uhler dissents from that portion 
of the report which censures-Rodio.

THAT COMMON LAW. 


An explanation of the expression of 


President Roosevelt ns regards common 
law, in the expression, "There is no com- 
mon law of the United States," where it 
occurs in his letter of acceptance, is 
made, by tho statement that lie did not 
say there was no common law in the 
country, but that thore was no common 
law of the country. Says one interpre- 
tation of this seeming confusion: 


"If ho had said "in" the United States 


his assertion might havo been called in 
question. AH each state is independent, 
it has its own common law, and the su- 
preme and other federal 'courts must 
recognize it. Probably tho "Jaw mer- 
chant," or tho custom of traders and 
bankers, oomci as near being common 
law as anything. Chief Justice Mar- 
shall recognized there is no common law 
of 
the United States. In 
Kloeum v. 


Mayborry, 2 Wheaton, p. 4, he said: 
"Congress has refused to the courts of 
the union the power of deciding on tho 
conduct o! their officers in the execution 
of thoir lavs, in suits at common law, 
until tho cnse shall have passed through 
tho state courts, and have received the 
form which mny there be given to it." 


Judge Parker snys' tho common law of 


the country can take care of the trusts, 
in words that no anti-trust congression- 
al legislation is needed, if not his words, 
this is tho meaning of them.; But there 
i; no common law in this sonno, and ouch 
state is its own interpreter as to what 
constitutes the common law. The pres- 
ident united with his party, declares for 


national enforcement 
of 
anti-trust 


laws, and that the nation shall control 
and compel the trust* to behave. In 
short the judge would leave the states 
to deal with the trusts and trade com 
bines, while the president would have 
the nation deal with the trusts under 
national laws, and at the same time 
there is nothing to prevent each and 
every state to also deal with the nefar- 
ious tru»ti and trade conspiracies.
